Tne Oratorios liave at length,closed, and so far from falling short 
in excellence, as usual in too many seasons, that of last night ex- 
ceeded the whole of the former Selections in brilliancy and general 
effect, not only from the nature of the Sclection itself, but also from 
the talent with which it was supported. It consisted of an act froin 
The Messiah, which was ealculated to exhibit Hanpry’s school of 
music to advantace; an act from Haypy’s Creation ; and one from 
Docror Crovcen’s Palestine, embracing, of course, the middle and 
modern school, as well as the ancient. These were performed ina 
most admirable and perfect nanner, avd supporied by the leading vo- 
ralists. Mire. Sanmonx, Miss Sreruens, and Mr. BrAuaw. were never 
in finer voice, or more effeetive. It would be vain to attempt a de- 
scription of eash piece. Madame Camroersy and Signor Cuntoxt 
deserve, however, to be noticed in a flattering marner ; they are not 
so often before the public as those performers before mentionet, and 
their exertions were donbly welcome on that accdunt. Moni executed 
a Polacca upon the Violin, and performed an obligato accompaniment 
to Mrs. Sanmon’s air, “ Sweet bird.” in a sweet and fanciful style, full 
of beauty and variety. Nienos:son played in bis usual manner. he 
is upon his instrument, what Mr, Bocnsa is upon the harp; each are 
perfeet masters, and command their instruments in a more scientific 
and powerful style than any contemporary. ‘Che latter accompanied 
Miss Povey on the harp last night, with great skill, aud was very much 
applauded. ‘The whole of tke Pieces went off with the greatest eclat. 
We cannot close our notice of these concerts, without observing, that 
in no former season have they been so effective, or conducted upon so 
grand a seale. All the talent in the country, aud some exoties have 
been put in requisition, and, (with the exception of Whitsun-eve) we 
cannot hope to have an equal treat for a long time to come.

Miss Lovisa Dance, a sister of Miss Daxce who made her debut 
at Covent Garden Theatre, has mace “ a second appearance on any 
stage,” at the Bath Theatre, and was very favorably received. Miss 
Dince continues to be a great favorite.
